at other times, they would re-

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the great Loyalty of the Prince 
of Pardino, and: the. great ſer- 
vice whichthe had formerly done 
for the King, greatly commend- 
ing the excetHence of his Femper, 
in bearing his preſent troubles 
with ſuch-a Princely Fortitude, 
admiring much how he could ſo- 
patiently bear the daily Aﬀronts 
of Its 1afolent Adverfaries, infi- 
nuativg that hereby it [plainly 
appeared the Prince had'ſo much. 
Reſpect and Zeal for the Kings. 
Peace and! Quiet, that he choſe 
rather to relinquiſh and farego 
_ "then be any occaſion: 
of dafterence or jealoufie between 
his Highneſs and the people of 
Ortenia,” bitterly exclaiming a- 
gainft the proud ambitious and 
aſpiring mind ofthe youngPrinee 
Burranto, blaming his rebellt- 
ous and undutiful Carriage to- 
wards ſuchan indulgent Father, 
tighly agravating the pretended 
| unnatu- 
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unnaturaland Diſloyal Obſtina- 
cy hediſcovered by continuing 
his intimacy and ' Familiarity 
with thePrince of Gafcedo, malt- 
cioufly transforming every ima- 
ginary Fault into an unpardona- 
bly. Crime, by which means 


they. procured the King to - 


Confide in a falſe and treache- 
rous: Brother,” and. to entertain 
fears. andjealouſies of one of the 
moſt Lojel and Dutiful Sons 
that ever Prince was bleſs'd 
withal. By theſe and the like 
_ means they kept the King from 
penetrating into. their deſigns, 
and preſerved themſelves 1n his 
favour and Friendſhip. 

Their next deſign was to pre- 
vent the people from getring a- 
ny Knowledge of their deſign, 
to whichend they had recourſe 
to methods which had been ſer- 
viceable and advantagious to 
them upon former occaſions, vsz.

Love and Implacable in his Ha- 
tred, never Forgetting or For- 
giving the leaſt Injury ; which 
rendred him the hope of his 
Friends,and theDread andTerror 
of his Enemies. 

. It fo fell out that the King, 
the Prince of Purd/ze, andother 


Noble-men being one day ahunt- | 1 


ing wild Beaſts in thedelert, they 
killed abundance of Lyons, 
Bears, Wolves, Tigers, Bores, 
42d other ſorts of Creatures that 
- mhabit 
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inkabit in that vaſt and Solitary 
Wilderneſs ; and the King being 
abundantly ſatisfied andextream- 
iy well pleaſed with the ſport 
and Recreations, the - variety 
of Creatures had yeilded him, 
he thought it - time.to return ; 
whereupon he gave notice there- 
of to his Company, and as they 


.were riding home-ward , merri- 


ly diſcourſing of the adven- 
tures of the day, their diſcourſe
